Dear Comrade, 


On the same dey that your letter from Com, fag and your letter for Com. 
Nole cams, Com, Paz arrived.13 So that we were very happy to receive 
your letters. You used the proper and necessary initiative to write and 
convey clear news and reports during that time when nobody will make it, 
and there was nobody else who knew of your situation and progress, The 
fact is, we are still expecting more information concerning our comrades 
who are outside, like Cap, Bani, Pred and others which you seem to have 
known already but not mention in your letter.14 If you know more of their 
situation, and you still have the time to write before your departure, 

we need to know. 


Together with this Jetter of ours, or at the post waiting for you, are 
the documents for R-6, We were told that some couriers from Cap whom 
we have sent expenses for their return have arrived, but we would like 
to be assured that those comrades were given direct orders, and were 
entrusted with delicate matters. We are surprised that there is not 
even a short note from Reco 6, neither did they write us about their 
mission, , 


Upon your arrival thera, you must consult with Cap and Alunan’? so as to 
disratch couriers here right away. We need their clear and detailed 
renort since trey made their last onc, If they do not have a good means 
of communication yet, vou should fix it in the quickest possible time, 
Reco 6 needs many selected couriers {and stable nosts for the entrance 
and exit of couriers), So before you leave Manila, stabilize your post 
there, leave countersigns behind which will bea way to recognize the 
men you will send back, Examples: a handkerchief or a photograph from 
& magazine to be shown, or cut by the landicrd and leaving a part, or 
whatever you may agree on, and no one will go to them except your and 
our couriers, once a month. Another reason why we want you to send back 
a good courier is that if we eueceed in raising a big amount, there is 
something set aside for Reco 6 for the purchase of arma for you. 


Komadret® is being helped directly by the High Organ, aside from the 

Reeo where she belongs, Their situation ia still good. The keenness 

of the movement continues among the comrades; new training in the 

different schools (mass, party and military) continues, so that our 

militery action is very limited. This may be seen in news carried by 

the newspapers, 

We would like to hnow soon the conrection of Coma. Regy, Barrios, and T-hab, 
beeause we have seven Visayan comrades who sre presently under training 

and may be sent whenever there is somebody to get them.17 ‘Two were found 

to be from where Regy went, and the others may be sent to Negros, Panay, ete. 


Just tell Com, Diaz to try to make good connections with Palavan, with 

the fishermen there, with fishine towns, anl if necessary we will dispatch 

eaires there,1

My Dear Rosing,~? 


Our criticiam of Dely is due to the loss of the person accompanying Tita 
who has already reached us, and everything is alright now.20 She was 
criticized because the person was missing then ani the letter of Dely 
came at the same time as that of Tita telling of the loss of the person, 
and in the letter of Tite ashe told that she (Dely) also passed by the 
COF, We concluded that Dely was found wanting in her instructions, 
because we had strict orders not to stop anywhere else, More especially, 
Dely did net mention in her letter that she carried out all the instruc- 
tions given te her before she went to the places not specified, You 
could see for yourself how great was ovr apprehension then, when the man 
was Jost due to our shortcomings. So that right away we sent the letter 
in answer to thet of Dely, together with the criticism. That is a lesson 
for us. Let us study our own initiative, but let us clarify all corres— 
ponding responsibilities so that the whole extent of the task will be 
clear, 


Concerning the RED°* letters » none arrived here, So, tall Com. Ram." 
that since he ie already there, he could talk directly with any of 
you or the CiCom. The code ia not necessary any more in the address 
when writing through the majle in a careful family tone concerning 
business only, What pertains to work or plans, arma, organs, etc., 
should be handled very carefully, I purposely did not reveal our combina~ 
tion to the CCP and it is certainly not necessary, because the CCP has 
nothing te do with it.°4 What is necessary is for their post to be 
strong, and we will be responsible for having the letters addressed there 
pieked up. And it is understood that whatever the name or address on 
the envelope, the CCP will just receive a letter and send it to us, In 
the meantime, the Jetter Ram is looking for was originated where he is. 


Together with this is a letter of Com 5 to him, with an enclosed amount 
of three thousand one hundred pesos (73,100.00), We suppose that you 
yourself will take it to hin, 


Also with it are 715,00 for the purchase of 10 caleium apiol, 1 Hemo, 

1 Klim, and a bottle of sweet cod liver ofl, He did not write separately 
because you are already aware that the love and thought of both of ua 

for you and all the comrades cannot. be divided, Take good care of your 
health, and if you think that the Post is running smoothly, tell us. 


Send Meka26 to Reco 2, Have him go with their courier, Tell him that 
Com. Tom@7 is asking for him, He will kmow the nature of his work when 
he arrives there. (ADDITION: THEY SAY THAT YOU MUST AVOID SLEEPIVG LATE, 
SLEEP WELL, ) 

Will you check our consignments through Com Pepe Fos as follows: an 
amoung of 15.00 for Pem, 735,00 for the NOD, and PL00,00 for the 
Medical, and a egontety pen for the KKK, Tell him to exnedite while the 
CD line is good, 

Till next time, together with our vrosperous wishes to all.

_ while it was specifically mentioned in our letter to you that we required 
your answer before we sent you the things you need. And because we have 
not talked personally with any of the courier comrades from you (Lita and 
Lina), they too have no clear information for us on the things we want to 
know: that is why we always hold one of them as our reserve in the COP, 


Have you received our letters,.? Also the resolutions and other documents 
we sent through the R-2,.? Did you receive our answer to you during the 
first dave of August..7 


Lita was made to return, and Lina will remain to wait for a clear answer 
from you before senting the critical and valuable things that you need. 


Our situation ia good. We transferred to a new location in the larrest 
KuK mountain, >? where we encountered loyal friends, who are also utilised 
as quick runners, Of course subsistence is quite difficult. 


We await your response in the quickest possible time. Regards and ever 
fresh memories to you all. /

SUBIECT: Greetines and Congratulations (And Reply to Yours of August 29) 


Beloved Comrades: 


At last we have breathed in happiness ani relief, after the continuous 
propaganda of the enemy to the effect that he has inflicted heavy casualties 
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on our side in the recent Operation Omaha...! For one continuous week, 
the radios 2n! newspanere carried headline renorts of Operation Omaha, 
using 48 airplanes, 7,000 men, troops from 7 to 9 Battalion Combat Teams, 
and Jeter boasting of having killed Comrades Pedring, Eddy, Tom, Bec, Bie, 
and no leas than 150 others, that they recognized Pedring, Eddy, Bec, and 
others from the corpses they exhumed when they reached the camp site, ete., 
until at last they sub-divided the "prices" of 40 thousand pesos for the 
death of at least three ranking regional commanders 4° : 


Of course, we did not believe their Fascist lies, but we could not help 
eettine anxious ani apprehensive because of ovr Imowledge that you were 
there, that you still have some teniencies to stickeiteout, and which ve 
found true from your report of 29 August 1951, 


In reference to your self-criticism (for the Reco Bureau) regerding the 
fact that every dev for almost a week an observation plane flew over the 
camp ani its surroundings, Here, the R4l was negligent and did not take 
stevs to transfer, Your revort also admits weakness in the misfortune of 
the late Comrade Eddie,42 Although we had a single casualty, he was 
valuable. 


We were indeed impatient in the sudden cutting-off of our communication, 
not only because it took time to reestablish it, but because we did not 
know whet really happened and how large the damage was. We speculated 
that the demage that the enemy was boasting about by the 4& Mustangs 
might be true, Because of this, we were compelled to write and send 
through three directiong: ¢/o Carling QRC, c/o SECCOM Areyat and 

c/o DC~2 vie Suga- SR, An additional reason for our having written, 
is thet In cage you vrececded North and it will take time before you 
could send couriers, we will ask for NPD share from the collections of 
the DCz 1 and 2 directly, because there is a lack of funds for the 
large expansion work now being planned, So that if you have any to send 
from there, we are waiting, If yon have a very reliable courier (for 
example "Baby Zenaida") she can take them up to the CCP, where two of 
our couriers will be waiting within ten days from now...aside from the 
fact. that one always stays there because he takes cadres to the continuous 
echooling which we opened for the expansionist cadres. So that if your 
cadres have already designated two women for the R-6 or 7, send then 
right away to the CCP so they could catch un with the schooling or they 
could go with those going to R644 


The raid there was due to three principal causes: 


(A) Your station was Imown to the enemy for a long time, but every time 
he mede small raids, all were in vain, so he prepared carefully for it; 


(B) The Negro who was there was a clever spy (see Time Magazine, 5 Sep- 
tember issus );45 


(C) The Negroes who were there (like Dumaguit, ete...) and the nearby 
Negritos are attached to the enemy camp. 


We are agreeable to yourplan to transfer the site of the Reco Bureau, 

and you are the ones to know where 1t is good, based on the reports you 
receive, It is better 1f you will be far from the mountain people, a 
location that they would not be able to approach, but 2 location favorable to 
the dispatch of couriers at least twice a month (for your connection with 
the High Organ and for the procurement of your office and maintenance 
supplies), We think that in the quickest time, you should create two 

"SD reproduction unite", one in Mt, Suku (Arayat), one close by ¢/o FC~20 
or the DC that covers Kuliat (Angeles), so that we can just send them 
model copies an] it is up to them to reproduce the necessary documents . 
leaflets, materials, the Mapagpalaya (Liberator, the TMitis and others), 
Sooner or later, we have to show that to each DC-FO (IT PCom in the future), 
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Check up on what documents of ours were seized, 


Conpratulationg on the news wa got about your disarning TPs, and the 
concentration of many46Sereen them carefully, and take extreme care 
on counter~infiltration, If you have any avellable to add, send us 
some eight Security men,
